This is more than twen- 
ty-five yearw ago, and since that time 
no work has been done on any of the 
mines In the distrk-t, until a

time after the Randsburg excitement 
About 1S98. gold ore was discovered,

here are two mountain ranges run- 
ning parallel with the line 
of 
the 


Southern Pacific, commonly known as 
he Humboldt, and the East HumbolJt 
ranges. 
They cover a

about lOtt miles in length. Last sum- 
mer, said the prospector, I had oc- 
casion to pass from Winnemucca on

REPUBLICANS ARE 
THE PRESIDENT ON 


GETTING INTO LINE 
INSURANCE GRAFT 


W 


ILL the Republicans of the senate despite 


their severe differences of opinion up 


to this time, get together and pass a bill for rate 
legislation suitable to the president without Dein- 
ocauie support, or at least without the necessity 
of Democratic support: 


That if what a number of prominent Republi- 


cans now assert will be done. The air is full of 
rumors, and it is declared in some pretty auth- 
oritative quarters that Elkins. Aldrich, Foraker, 
Kean and the other Republican senators who 
have been holding out against giving the president 
all he wanted would arrive at the conclusion, after 
a careful poll of t'.ie senate, that their views are 
certain to meet defeat in that body and that the 
l>est thing for them to do, from a Republican 
standpoint, is to align themselves with their op- 
ponents, support the best bill they can get and 
swing along with the current, instead of giving 
the Democrats the opportunity of asserting that 
the rate regulation bill was passed entirely be- 
cause of their support, the Republicans being too 
badly divided to do anything themselves. 


Under the old traditions of the senate the 


strong supposition is that a senator maintains 
his views and votes accordingly, no matter what 
the sentiment is within his own party. That has 
been the Democratic plan for many years, but the 
Republican leaders of the senate, headed by such 
shrewd men as Elkins and Aldrich, prefer to see 
their party given credit for certain legislation 
rather than see that credit largely claimed by the 
Democrats, who are divided also, but not as bad- 
ly as the Republicans. 
A solid front is a tactical 


political advantage that the Republicans have for 
many years recognized the advantage of and ad- 
here to as much as possible. It has not been sup- 
posed they could get together on this railroad 
proposition, however, and it will be a strange 
thing if they should do so now. Xo set of men 
would be more greath surprised than the Dem- 
ocrats who beliexe that the Republican differences 
were irreconcilable. 
The Democrats are some- 


what uneasy over the reports that a bill is to be 
passed entirely with Republican voles and that 
they will be compelled to become a mere tail to 
the Republican kite. 
This would be a great 


tnumph for the president and his' party, but 
would leave no glory for the Democracy. 


It is practically certain that the Democrats of 


the senate \\ill not be unanimous on this question. 
Senator Gorman and a u\v other Democrat-' will, 
it is declared, maintain tin ir views i f ' they are 
forced to do so by voting alone, earing little what 
the majority of their party may do. Duimcratic 
caucuses in the senate in tlv last few years have 
failed to unite the members of that paru, who net 
as individuals on nuarly all questions, \\hilc, as 
a rule, the Republicans, if not bound by caucus, 
know what is good polities and get together. 


It is said to be the intention of the Republican 


senators sympathizing \\ith the railroads in their 
fight on rates to apparently acquisce \'. ith the 
popular demand, get in with the others of their 
party, save as much as the) can for the roads and 
then vote with the others of the party, which 
means a solid party support for tin policies of 
the president.—Grass Valley I'nion.

handling of insurance funds, President Roose- 
velt has this to say: 


"It has been onh too clearly shown that cer- 


tain of the men at the head of these large cor- 
porations take but small note of the ethical dis- 
tinction between honesty ami dishonesty. They 
draw the line onK- this side of what may be call- 
ed law-honesty, the kind of honesty necessary 
in order to avoid falling into the clutches of the 
law. 
Of course the only complete remedy for 


this condition must be found in an aroused pub- 
lic conscience, a higher sense of ethical conduct 
in the community at large, and especially among 
business men and the great profession of the law, 
and in the growth of a spirit which condemns all 
dishonesty, whether in rich man or in poor man, 
whether it takes the shape of bribery or black- 
mail." 


It is to be regretted that after delivering him- 


self of this just denunciation of the men who arc 
highest in the world of finance, he should nullify' 
his remarks by a preachment on the dangers of 
envy of the rich in which he takes occasion to say 
concerning Corporations and their regulation: 


"What is needed is not sweeping prohibition 


of every arrangement, good or bad, which may 
tend to restrict competition, but such adequate 
supervision and regulation as will prevent any 
restriction of competition from being to the det- 
riment of the public—as well as such supervision 
and regulation as will prevent other abuses in no 
way connected with restriction of competition." 


The above is nothing but a mass of words 


from ivhich any meaning can be taken, and lends 
color • o the charge frequently made that on many 
subjects the president does not even know his 
own mind. If he does, he is afraid to express his 
ideas in his usual vigorous English.
